He is the lightning artist, the bona fide in- 
ventor of the skillful and amusing art of 
drawing one’s picture in three minutes, then 
guaranteeing an exact likegess and a sketch 
that will last fora century. — ’ 

His name is Harry Ermedie, and his entire 
life has been devoted to his present occupa- 
tion. 

As a boy his reputation extended far and 
wide through Massachusetts. He went there 
when a few years old from Quebec, his birth- 
place; attended school, and was the most gopu- 
lar boy of bis class. 

His art easily made him so. Instead of de- 
voting his attention to text books, he would re- 
produce on paper, teacher, pupil orsome amus- 
ing object, and keep the attention of the boys 
and girls around him at his will. 

The professor would enter school and see 
chalk portraits of himself all over the black- 
board, or else so many caricatures.. Ermenie 
soon began to go about from school to school, 
and as a boy collect pennies for entertaining 
the children with sketches. 

The teachers used to flog him every day, 
but it didn’t make the least difference. The 
next day the preceptor would find himself 
ridiculously portrayed all over the schoolroom, 
and the thrashing would have to be re- 
peated. 

Ermenie devoted his entire boyhood to 
making pictures, becoming more and more 
skillful, His first a, pearance before the pub- 
lic was traveling through the east and at 
teachers’ conventions, mystifying them by his 
wonderfully artistic work, and then explain- 
ing how he did it. 

That didn’t prove lucrative enough, but it 
showed that his work would take, and it 
gained for him a considerable reputation. His 
pictures were always of a humorous nature, 
and he stuck to that kind of drawing. 

He got a chance to appear before the Boston 
people fifteen years ago, when he sketched in 
a Boston museum. He was but twenty years 
of age, but his little studio was visited by 
thousands. There Ermenie began to study 
faces, expressions and physiognomy, and he 
drew one profile after another, requiring buta 
few moments in which to do it. 

That wasthe beginning of a tour of the 
United States and Canada, and there are 
few cities in either country which he has no, 
visited. It was an introduction of the art 
and he has drawn nearly two hundred thou- 
sand pictures since. 

His collection embraces every imaginable 
8 ot human faces. 

rmenie's work is interesting to observe. 
He draws the outline of a figure, and finally 
shades in until the resemblance is but slight. 
In a remarkably short space of time the picture 
is done, and, to cap it all, beneath it appears 
humorous words, at which no one could take 
offeuse. 

He will greet one with dozens of eyes, 
mouths and noses, and then tell you to choose 
yourown. He will draw portions of an object, 
which you can’t recognize, and, by dexterous 
strokes of a second, astonish you with some 
familiar figure. 8 

Ermenie is a Canadian, thirty-five years of 
age, and is one of the strangest geniuses that 
ever visited Atlanta, When asked where his 
home was, he replied, quickly, Here now.“ 

A gentleman recently flattened his nose 
against a pane of glass in a show window 
watching the artist sketching some one. He 
made the remark that he wouldn't let the 
fellow paint him for the public.“ The words 
were overheard, the easel was turned about, 
and two minutes afterward the gentleman’s 
portrait was hung up for the gaze of out- 
siders. ä 

He recognized it, was astonished, looked 
again, whistled, and, while the crowd yelled 
with delight, edged through the crowd and 
walked away thoughtfully.

Vote the Straight Ticket. 

The voters of Atlanta are called upon 
to decide today who are to represent 
them for the next two years in council. 

There are two tickets offered—one rep- 
resenting the united action of the people 
without regard to any factional and. dis- 
turbing issue; the other standing as the 
representative of a comparatively small 
but dangerously active class pledged to 
one issue and putting that first and fore- 
most in its claims for popular support. 
We use the term dangerous“ advisedly, 
for nothing can be more dangerous to 
the welfare 
than the continual injection of the liquor 
question in every municipal campaign. It 
took Atlanta four years to recover from 
the strife and depression caused by the 
first proWibition campaign, and now that 
that issue has been settled to all con- 
servative minds on both sides, by high 
license and strict regulation, the success 
of the extreme element would again open 
the Pandora Box of agitation, and At 
Janta would be in for another period of 
disturbance and depression. 

One of the two tickets to be voted for 
today is the choice of the citizens, 
through their representatives on the com- 
mittee of 100—a committee chosen with- 
out respect to factional agitation and with 
only the good of the city in view. 

The other ticket is the result of a 
call of an institution known as the 1890 
Club—whatever that may mean—whose 
most conspicuous leaders are noted for the 
vehemence with which they condemn 
others for going to the theater during the 
week, while they corner the opera houses 
fer Sunday performances of their own. 

The citizens’ ticket is composed of con- 
servative men who are piedged to the 
strict and rigid enforcement of the liquor 
laws, who will favor no modifiation of 
these laws, and who are pledged to the 
citizens, and not to any club, for the 
faithful performance of their duties. At- 
lanta is big enough to take care of 
itself, and the people should see to it 
that club rule is not made possible. 
While there are good men on the ticket 
of the 1890 Club, their success cannot be 
argued otherwise than that of the ex- 
treme organization under whose auspices 
the ticket is being run. 

On the citizens’ ticket there are four 
who have voted for prohibition, and four 
against, but all are conservative men and 
the city can well afford to put its affair, 
in their hands. 

For which of these tickets will you 
vote today—that of Atlanta, or that of 
the 1890 Club? 

There should be no scratching. The 
line between conservatism and agitation 
bas been drawn, and voters should get on 
one side or the other. Let those who en- 
dorse the citizens’ movement vote its ticket 
without the change of a name, and those 
to the contrary do likewise with the 
other ticket. 

With the facts before the people, we 
have no fear that the voice of Atlanta 
will be for Atlanta, 

In conclusion, we again urge the im- 
portance ofa full and a fair vote. Every 
man who is legally registered should see 
that he votes, and it is the duty of the 
people to see that intimidation and bull- 
dozing do not drive from the polls 
those who are justly ‘entitled to vote. 
Where charges of illegal registration can 
be sustained the citizens should and will 
promptly yield to the law, but the rights 
of every voter must be respected. 


A Serious Question. 
In response to an invitation from The New 
York World, Judge Crisp and Mr. Mills 
recently sent that paper a synopsis of their 
tariff views. The views of Judge Crisp 
were those which he has held from the first, 
and which he still holds. The views of Mr. 
Mills were not those which he announced in 
the west a year ago, and which he repeated 
in a speech made in Cincinnati during Gov- 
ernor Campbell's campaign. The New 
York Sun has recently charged Mr. Mills 
with suppressing his tariff views to suit the 
exigencies of the occasion, but this charge is 
unjust to the Texan. He has been a free 
trader from the first, and he is a free trader 
yet. So far from suppressing his views, he 
has never lost an opportunity to proclaim 
them. In his Ohio campaign he did his 
best to commit the democratic party to free 
trade. How far he succeeded, or to what 
extent his utterances aided in the defeat of 
Governor Campbell, it is impossible to say, 
but if The Sun will take the trouble to in- 
vestigate the matter it will find that Mr. 
Mills has been a consistent free trader and 
that he has had the courage of his con- 
victions. 

Never, until he wrote his reply to the in- 
vitation of The New York World, did Mr. 
Mills make any effort to conceal his tariff 
views, Yet, even in that reply, he does not 
repudiate his free trade declarations, nor 
does he deny that he is a free trader; and it 
is interesting to observe that Henry George 
and all the professional free traders have 
pulled off their coats for Mr. Mills. It is

interesting to observe, too, that The New. 


and prosperity of the city 


York Times and The ‘Evening Post, the two 
great free trade organs, are not only urging the 
e of Mr. Mills, but are viciously at- 
-tacking the character of every prominent 


democrat who opposes him, Governor Hill, 


according to these earnest and energetic free 
trade organs, is a rascal, Senator Gorman is 
a fraud, and Crisp himself is a traitorous 
protectionist; and all because these dis- 
tinguished democrats are not free traders. 

Now, we have no criticisms to pass on 
Mr. Mills because he is a free trader. He 
has a perfect right to his epinions. The 
whole question is this: Can the democratic 
party afford to place itself in the attitude of 
endorsing Mr, Mills’s free trade doctrine? 
It is a matter of policy merely. If the party 
proposes to repudiate tradition and history 
and endorse the doctrine of free trade, then 
it should lose no time in making Mr. Mills 
speaker. He is a free trader pure and 
simple; he is for tariff reform only because 
he has persuaded himself that tariff reform is 
one step in the direction of free trade. 

There is another feature of Mr. Mills’s 
political career that ought to attract atten- 
tion. It has been charged that he desires to 
postpone and ignore the silver question. 
This charge is unjust, because it does not 
cover all the facts. In his speeches in Ohig, 
Mr. Mills not only belittled the silver ques- 
tion, but gave the whole democratic case 
away by declaring that the law of 1890—the 
republican law, mind you—had substantially 
secured to the’ people all the benefits and 
advantages of free coinage. This declara- 
tion made the republicans the friends of 
silver, and there was no hope for democratic 
success in Ohio after that. 

It. will be seen from this that the candidacy 
of Mr. Mills for the speakership is of more 
importance than has been supposed. Will 
it help the party to put at the head of the 
democratic house a free trader who contends 
that the republican silver law gives to the 
country all the benefits of free coinage? This 
is a serious question. 


The Water Bonds Mean Low Taxes. 

The voters who cast their ballots 
today, whether they favor or oppose the 
citizens’ ticket, should be a unit in favor 
of the water bonds. 

After having the health, property and 
industries of Atlanta endangered by a 
threatened water famine for several 
months our people are practically unani- 
mous in favoring the proposed special 
issue of $500,000 in thirty year 44 per 
cent bonds. 

With this, in addition to what ts al- 
ready in hand, we can build the new 
waterworks system and pay for it so 
gradually that the expense will not be 
felt. But the failure of the bonds to 
receive the requisite two-thirds of the 
registered vote today will make it abso- 
lutely necessary for the general council to 
levy higher taxes for the next two years 
in order to continne the work already 
begun. Our situation is so serious and 
menacing that we cannot afford to stop 
the work. We must complete the new 
waterworks system, no matter what it 
costs,and if our citizens neglect this op- 
portunity to secure the system, and pay 
for it in the next thirty years, there 
will be noalternative but to increase the 
taxes and raise the money in the next 
year or two. The city charter authorizes 
this extra tax levy for emergency pur- 
poses, and this is certainly an emer- 
gency. | 

When the matter is presented in this 
light no man can doubt the economy of 
issuing the water bonds. i 

Right here it is well to repeat the 
statement that two-thirds ofthe registered 
vote will be necessary to carry the bonds. 
We cannot afford to lose a vote. Every 
legal voter should go to the polls and 
cast his bailot for the bonds if he is 
able to walk or ride. This is a matter 
of vital importance, and it is feared that 
if the average percentage of stay-at-home 
voters is the same today as at previous 
elections the water bonds will be defeated. 
The situation should stimulate every 
friend of Atlanta to make his vote tell 
today, and he should do his level best 
to get his neighbors to vote with him. 

A full vote today for the water 
bonds means low taxes, and the con- 
struction of the new water system by 
free labor. The defeat of the bonds 
means higher taxes at a time when our 
people can least afford to pay them, and 
the possible enforced use of convict Jabor. 

Vote for the water bonds! 
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Tennessee and the Miners, 

The miners in East Tennessee have been 
permitted to defy the law altogether too 
long. At first the public felt inclined to 
sympathize with them to a certain extent, 
but their continued lawlessness has turned 
all good citizens against them, and the people 
clamor for prompt and decisive action on 
the part of the authorities. 

Govenor Buchanan is on the right line 
when he says that he will send the. convicts 
back to the mines if he has to call out 
every able-bodied man in Tennessee. It is 
the governor's duty to enforce the law, 
whether it is good or bad. The fact thata 


law is objectionable to a certain class or ele- 


ment does not justify their forcible re- 
sistance. Our telegrams yesterday. and 
Colonel J, W. Renfroe’s letter in another 
column show that these outlaw miners will 
not be satisfied with anything that is reason- 
able. After destroying thousands of dgl- 
lars worth of valuable property and driving 
off the convicts, these desperadoes refused 
to aceept the employment of free labor as a 
settlement of the problem. They proceeded 
at the muzzle of the shotgun to run off all 
the negro laborers, although they were 
worked separately. Colonel Renfroe made 
a bold stand for his rights, and as soon as 
the lawbreakers found that warrants had 
been issued for their arrest they left the 
neighborhood, with the exception of two 
who were captured. 

The law-abiding citizens and quite a num- 
ber of the miners favor the vigorous en- 
forcement of the law. If Governor Buch- 
anan will now take the proper steps to up- 
hold the Jaw, preserve order, protect 
property and bring the outlaws to justice, he 
will be overwhelmingly supported and the 
lawless class of miners will 

This isthe only course to

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ocher policy will plunge East Tennessee into 
anarchy, drive off good citizens, and keep 
capital and enterprise away for another gen- 
eration. It is no time now to discuss the 
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claims of the miners. The supreme duty of 


the hour is the enforcement of the law. 


An Absurd Campaign Dodge. 

The latest and mogt absurd campaign 
dodge is the charge that the new water- 
works will be built by convict labor if 
the citizens’ ticket is elected. 

It is the purpose of the inventors and 
circulators of this charge on the eve of 
the election to excite the prejudices of 
the advocates of free labor. 

Now, there is not a man on the citi- 
zens’ ticket who favors convict labor. 
Every man on that ticket is for free 
labor, and it has never entered their 
heads to authorize convict labor on the 
waterworks, and the water commission- 
ers have never even considered the 
matter. 

Atlanta is a free labor city and will 
continue so, and the new waterworks 
will be constructed by free labor. 

In only one way is it possible for the 
work to be done by convict labor, and 
that is by the defeat of the water bonds, 
in which event the council is authorized 
to levy an extra emergency tax. In the 
hope of making this tax as low as 
possible, it may become necessary to make 
use of convict labor, but this can only 
result from the defeat of the bonds 
today. 

If the bonds are authorized by today’s 
vote there will be no convict labor on 
the hew waterworks. 

Let. every voter do his duty today, 


The Superior Courtroom. 

It is to be hoped that the county commis- 

sioners at their meeting today will rescind 
their order directing the superior courtroom 
to be cut in two. 
Accommodations will have to be provided 
for the new criminal court, but the members 
of the bar seriously object tothe proposed 
plan. There will be no economy in having 
small, uncomfortable and badly ventilated 
rooms, and in a short time better quarters 
will be imperatively demanded as a matter 
of necessity. The addition of another story 
to the courthouse has been suggested. Un- 
doubtedly, it will be possible to make satis- 
factory arrangements without ruining the 
present superior courtroom, which is hardly 
large enough with its existing dimensions, 

More than once in the history of Atlanta 
we have incurred unnecessary expense by 
planning our public buildings and other im- 
provements with a view to providing only 
for the needs of the hour. The rapid 
growth ef the population of the city 
and the county has forced us to 
make many changes, some of which would 
have been avoided if we had looked far 
enough ahead. 

The courthouse is now occupied by four 
courts. In a few years new tribunals will 
be created, and it is evident that the make- 
shift policy of crowding them into smaller 
quarters will not do. Our past experience 
makes it plain that we must build for the 
future. :

This is absolutely essential. The need of 
a new waterworks system is a crying one. 
Everybody in Atlanta knows that the glar- 
ing possibility of drought which became 
almost a probability during the summer 
must have impressed that fact very forcibly 
upon the minds of every resident of At- 


. 


works emphasizes this need for the new. 

There is no use mincing words. The 
newspapers have said but little concerning 
the rapidly decreasing supply of water upon 
which the city has to depend, fearing that 
during the summer, especially, a plain state- 
ment of the facts would create dangerous alarm 
among the people. But Atlanta needs the 
new waterworks—must have them. The 
good work has been begun, but the is- 
suance of these additional bonds is abso- 
lutely necessary. They must ‘be issued, and 
at once. 

So much for the necessity. 

It is just within the past few days that 
any opposition to the bonds has developed. 
This must be from a wisuuderstanding of 
the situation. The water board has never 
for a moment contemplated using convicts 
in the construction of the works, and there 
is no possibility of that being done if the 
bonds are voted. 

As Judge Hillyer points out so clearly 
in the interview given below, there is 
very much more likelihood of the neces- 
sity of using convicts ifthe bonds fail of 
carrying. If the bends carfy, the author- 
ities in charge of the work will have suf- 
ficient money to hire free labor for it. If 
they fail to carry, it will then be neces. 
sary to use all the resources at the city’s 
of necessity, 
the employment of the city’s convicts on 
the work. It is a plain proposition. It is 
in the interest of no ticket or of no 
men. 

Anotber feature of Judge Hillyer’s in- 
terview should be emphasized. That is the 
possibility of an emergency tax“ being levied 
to complete the works.

JUDGE HILLYER TALKS, 


Replies to Some Opposition to the 
Issuance of the Water Bonds. 
Judge Hillyer was asked if he had seen the 

suggestion as to the use of convict labor in 
the construction of the new waterworks. He 
replied that he had seen the matter mentioned 
in one of the evening papers; but had not seen 
the other. Hesaid further, with emphasis, 
that should the water bonds to be voted on 
tomorrow be carried in the election, there 
would be no necessity for the use of convict 
labor in the construction of the new water- 
works, that it was very greatly tobe desired 
that the bonds should carry, and that no such 
vexed question should come into the enter- 
prise. 

„But.“ said he, suppose the bonds should 
be defeated tomorrow from the lack of the 
two-thirds vote, then the question would be, 
under imperative and overmastering necessity, 
what is the city to do? It has already been 
suggested for one thing, and with great force, 
that the council will have to levy an extra- 
ordinary or emergency tax,’ not by increasing 
the assessment, but under power contained in 
the charter authorizing the city to levy an ex- 
traordinary tax in ‘case of emergency’—see 
city code of 1891, page twenty-five. But this 
would only furnish a small fraction of what is 
needed.. Then the argument would be that 
the city must call to her aid every other pos- 
sible resource.“ 4 

He read the law, to be found at page 115 of 
the city code of 1891, section 244, in which the 
city is authorized to work convicts without 
reference to proportion and population be- 
tween the city and the county outside of the 
eity.“ andthe only limitation as to where 
they shail be worked is in the discretion of the 
public authorities. Under this provision the 
convicts are now seen daily working on the 
streets of the city, usuallf, itis true, toward 
the suburbs and sometimes on side ‘streets, 
“and speaking out of the instincts of a full 
heart.“ he added, I will say it is not a pleas- 
ant sight either.“

lute necessity for using the convicts in build- 
ing the reservoir, and other n grading 
for the new waterworks.

MORE MINERS’ TROUBLE. 


White Miners Turn Against Negro Free 
Labor. 

Bia Mountarn, Tenn., November 27.—Editor 
Constitution: Less than a month ago @ lot of 
miners and their confederates, less than one hun- 
dredin number, liberated the convicts at this 
place, burned the prison, stockade and all other 
buildings connected therewith, and an eight-room 
boarding house and office outside of the stockade, 


and carried away eight fine breech-loading shot- | 


guns, putting some of them in the hands of lib- 
erated convicts. This company then employed all 
free miners, both white and colored, who applied 
for work, working the two races separate, and all 
went on well until Wednesday night last, when a 
lot of the white miners, with firearms in their 
hands, visited all the houses occupied by 
the negro miners, ordering them to leave the 
premises and never return, upon penalty of death, 
firing their guns all around their houses and in 
some instances shooting through the doors, and 
all that saved their lives was that they happened 
not to be in range; also threatening to burn the 
houses down on them, and chasing some of them 
down the road as far as they could see them. Yes- 
terday some of the negroes came back and asked 
protection until they could get their families and 
property away, andfor once in my life I stood 
guard most of the night, with gun in hand, to 
protect peaceable negroes from lawless whites. 
This state of affairs, I regret to say, is largely at- 
tributable to the press, a part of it at least, which 
has from the very beginning taken sides with, 
upheld, and given encouragement to these violators 
of law. 

i can remember when the press felt it their duty 
to uphold the majesty of the law and hold up the 
hands of the officers whose duty it is to enforce it, 
but when newsp: s do not condemn violence 
ugainst law I feel that the time is near at hand 
when mob law, communism, etc., will have full 
sway in this country. 

We have the names of ten of these violators of 
law, and warrants have been issued for them, and 
they have skipped the county, and 
other miners have quit work. 
These men are paid the highest price 
paid in this county, and make from $2 to $4 per 
dux, and not one single pay day has ever passed 
without getting their money promptly, never 
hiving to wait one hour. And these are the men 
of whom it is said “they want justice, and when 
they see a disposition on the part of the ruling 


powers to meet them half way, they will be reis- - 


onably conservative in their demands,“ and, 
‘“‘sooner or later, the cause of free labor will tri- 
umph in Tennessee and other states.“ 

If they are to“ triumph“ over those who have 
invested their money in developing the resources 
and building up industries of this country 
any morethan they do now, the day is not far 
distant when capitalists wil! not only refuse to in- 
vest their money here, but will also withdraw what 
they have invested. The masses are not with 
them. The good people of this country are rap- 
idly turning against them. J. W. RENFROE.

At the rate at which they have begun, it will 
take the anti-barroom people just about eigh- 
teen months to arrest all the people they claim 
have registered illegally.

A number of warrants were sworn out yes- 
terday, but few were executed. This might 
have resulted from the fact that one of the 
leading bailiffs is late of New York, and is not 
familiar with Atlanta’s wards yet. 

One arrest was made which promises to get 
the man who made it into deep trouble. 
It’s the case against William Andrews, head 
waiter at the Kimball. 

Andres is an intelligent colored man, and 
is a property holder, and owes not a cent of 
taxes. He was arrested and was required to 
give a one-hundred-dollar bond to appear be- 
fore Justice Manning. 

He gave the bond and went before the jus- 
tice in the afternoon, and showed his tax re- 
ceipts and was, of course, turned loose with 
apologies. 

He is very mad, however, and through his 
attorney, Mr. Dan Roundtree, will institute pro- 
ceedings against the man who made the case. 

The second head waiter at the Kimball, 
Frank Johnson, was arrested also, and will be 
tried this morning. 

Sam Richardson, who was arrested Monday 
was tried yesterday and was sent to jail in de- 
fault of bond. 

The case of Mr. Ed Durant was postponed 
until Thursday, as was also the case of Dr. 
Alley, a physician of the sixth ward. 

J. P. Roy, a white man, was tried on the 
charge of false swearing, and was sent to jail. 

Mr. Arnold conducts the cases for the anti- 
barroom movement. 

Messrs. Small and Murphey say that, today, 
the greatest number of arrests will be made. 
They will have bailiffs at the polls, and voters 
whose names they have on their lists will be 
challenged. 

The law governing the challenging of voters 
says that a man's ballot must be 
cast before it can be challenged. The voter 
signs a ticket affirming that he has paid all 
taxes, if his vote is challenged. 

Election Bets. 

Any numberof election bets have been made. 
Very few betters put up on the anti-barroom 
ticket, but nearly all the bets are on the ma- 
jority of the citizeng’ ticket. 

Bets, novel and funny, have been made, and 
many a new hat, fire walk- 
ing cane, or good fat bank 
check will change hands. 

One prominent citizen, who likes the wine 
cup, has agreed not to enter a saloon within 
a year if the citizens’ ticket is defeated.

GONE TO TEXAS. 


Colonel Gibson Returns Home with His 
Prisoner. 

At4 o’clock yesterday afternoon Colonel 
Gibson, of Richmond, Tex., accompanied by 
Stephenson, returned to his distant home. 

Just before boarding the train Stephenson 
gald to a reporter of Tuer ConsTITUTION: 
“Did you ever see a happier prisoner than I 
am? Well, [am very glad to return to my 
home and meet my mother and sister and old 


friends. 
am not guilty. The reason why I was 
charged with being implia@tted in that murder 
is because I was one of Bond’s friends and 
supporters. I was pretty tough in those days 
and was mixed up in several difficulties, 
but had nothing in the world to 
do with this affair. I hadtheard Bond 
swear he was going to get even with Belton; 
was going to kill ‘that d—n nigger,’ but he 
was a good deal of a boaster, and I didn’t take 
any stock in his threats. He always went 
armed to the teeth and would shoot, too, if he 
got into a fight. The reason why Bond wanted 
to put Belton out of the way was because he 
had tised his influence with the best class of 
negroes to vote against Bond’s gang. Belton 
was an intelligent darky and owned some 
property. Bond went to his house and had 
one of his pais to call him to the door, when 
he shot him dead. The killing caused some 
excitement, and in those days there were 
plenty of shootings and killings.“ 

„„So vou had no connection whatever with 
the murder?“ 

None in the world, as God is my judge. 
But the very next day I heard whisperings 
about Richmdnd that the people believed I 
was mixed up with the murder of Belton, so I 
thought I had better get away as fast as possi- 
ble. I went away and visited some towns in 
Arkansas and Mississippi and Tennessee, and 
went as far as North Carolina. I didn't have 
any trade, and it was mighty hard for me to earn 
a living, so I had a tough time in my wander- 
ings. Isimply got tired out, and when I 
reached Atlanta some weeks ago, was without 
money. So i thought the best I could do was 
to give up to the sheriff, and I did it. I was 
just as much in my right mind as ever I was 
or I am now.”’ 

„Before I start,“ the Texan concluded. I 
want to say that I appreciate the good treat- 
ment Sheriff Morrow and Jailer Maddox and 
all the other officers have shown me. They 
treated me just as kind as possible.“ 

„And I wish to remark,“ said Colonel Gib- 
son, as the train was about moving off, that 
Iam mightily pleased with Atlanta. I had 
heard so much about the Gate City that 1 
wanted tosee it for myself. I heard Mr. 
Grady’s great speech in Texas several years 
ago, and I wanted to see Atlanta because it 
was his home, and wanted to make the 
acquaintance of TR ConsTiTuTIon folks be- 
cause it was his newspaper. I am more 
pleased with my visit than I can tell you.“ 


THE COUNTY COURTHOUSE. 


Gossip Gathered Yesterday in the Various 
Departments. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke granted a charter, 
which was petitioned for several weeks ago, to 
the Jerusalem branch ot the Life of the 
Righteous, a charitable association. 

A charter was also given the Clemiana 
Chemical Company. The incorporators are 
W. K. Mower, John W. Ried, Harry McKay 
and A. M. Lewell. The capital stock is $10,000, 
with the privilege of increasing it to $100,000. 
The company proposes to manufacture, sell 
and buy all kinds of drugs and chemicals, and 
to do a general business in this line. 

Judge Howard Van Epps is not holding 
court this week. The regular term wil! begin 
next Monday, and two branches of the city 
court will be running at the same time. Judge 
Westmoreland will preside over one of these 
courts. Both courts will try only civil cases. 

Judge Westmoreland held his criminal court 
afew hours yesterday morning, and several 
negroes were convicted of larceny from the 
house and sent to the chaingang. 

For the past week Solicitor General Hill has 
been immersed in business preparing for the 
approaching term of Judge Richard H. Clark’s 
court. He says he will have one of the heaviest 
doekets ever known. There will be at least 
one murder case, and many other trialsin 
which the pubiic is particularly interested. 
Dr. Mel Martin’s case will come 4 early in 
the term. If a new trial is granted Peter Dan- 
iels, his trial will also occur. Other cases which 
will excite unusual interest are those of 
Tom Minor, indicted for assault and battery 
with intent to kill; Mr. Gordon Hurtel and Mr. 
Jack Hastings. Mr. Hill says that almost 
every kind of criminal known to the law is 
docketed for trial. 

It is reported that the grand jury when it 
meets next Monday will, in a body, proceed to 
the jail and make another thorough investiga- 
tion of the building. 

The meeting of the county commissioners 
this morning will be full of important busi- 
ness. The committee of lawyers will wait 
upon the commissioners and urge them to 
modify their plans for changing the interior 
of the county courthouse. It is expected that 
the jail matter will also be fully discussed. 
At a former meeting the commissioners passed 
a resolution that a new jail, should be built, 
but the matter rested there and has never been 
since brought up. This action was caused by 
the report of the grand jury which said the jail 
was a disgrace to Fulton county and that anew 
one should be built. Several other matters of 
importance will come before the board. 

Yesterday was the busiest day that Tax 
Collector Andy Stewart and his assistants 
have known this year. Voters who were in 

arrears for back taxes were paying up, and 
others were paying their taxes forthe present 
year. Mr. Stewart says he wishes it under- 
stood that the 19th of this month is the last 
day for taxpayers to avoid penalties. 


ANOTHER CHANGE MADE 


In the Faculty of the Southern Medical 
College. 

Another change has been made in the fac- 
ulty of the Southern Medical college, but this 
time it is devoid of a sensation.

Mrs. Brantly Weeps. 

Judge Hopkins had announced that he 
would render his decision at 11 o’clock yester- 
day morning. Just a few minutes before that 
time Mrs. Brantly, little Julia Stovall, Mr. 
Tom Stovall and Mr. Burton Smith arrived 
at Judge Hopkins’s office. They had hardly 
gotten well seated before Colonel W. K. Mil- 
ler and Judge J. T. Pendleton, Mrs. Phinizy’s 
attorneys, came in. 

The attorneys took seats in Judge Hopkins’s 
private office, and Mrs. Brantley and little 
Julia remained in an adjoining room. 

The Judge’s Decision. 

Judge Hopkins had his decision already 
prepared, and as soon as all the attorneys had 
arrived, he began the reading of it. He read 
slowly and with great dignity. 

First, an outline of the case from its incep- 
tion tothe present time, and a review of the 
financial conditions of both parties were made 
to show which was the better prepared to care 
for the little girl. Then came the decision, 
giving the child to Mrs. Phinizy. 

After stating the facts in the case, Judge 
Hopkins gave his decision and the reasons for 
it.

the responsibility imposed upon me by this refer- 
ence, andin view of it and the circumstances, 
have endeavored té arrive at such a conclusion as 
would be to the lasting interest of the child, for 
that interest must rise above the feelings and 
wishes of all who are connected with the contro- 
versy. The testimony has fully disclosed the 
character and condition in life of both aunts who 
are seeking the guardianship, and from it the 
character of both ladies, to say the least,is en- 
tirely free from all objection. 

According to the testimony, Mrs. Brantly's 
condition is substantially this: She is an estima- 
ble married lady, twenty-five years of age, and has 
one child, an infant. She has had the care of 
Julia, and her love for her is great. Mr. Brantly 
is a young man. He is in business at Dothan in 
the state of Alabama. He has a music store, and 
sells on commission fora house in Atlanta. Last 
year his income was about $2,500. Before that, 
he was engaged at one time in exhibiting a 
phonograph. Mrs. Brantly, her sister and two 
brothers live together in Atlanta. The testimony 
appears to render her removal to Dothan probable. 
The income ftom the property embraced in the 
will of Mrs. Stovall is about seventy dollars a 
month. Thomas P. Stovall is a young man of fine 
character, is unmarried and has a salary of 
$100 a month. The younger brother has 
a salary of $55 a month. During most 
of the time Julia’s father has fur- 
nished about 825 a month for her support. The 
social position of Mrs. Brantly is unexceptionable, 
and she has taught music to aid in support of the 
family. 

Mrs. Phinizy’s condition is shown to be sub- 
Stantially as follows: She was the devoted sister 
of Julia’s mother; her permanent home is in the 
city of Augusta; she is noted for her benevoience; 
her social position is unexcelled, and ber husband 
has a fortune of $200,000 or nore. She loves the 
child deariy, and offers to relinquish all claim 
to Julia’s interest under Mrs. Stovall’s will, 
and seeks to rear anc educate her as if she were 
her own child. Her husband is shown to be a 
generous man, and theirchildren are taught and 
governed with reference to the useful and prac- 
tical duties of life, and their system of family 
government is shown by the testimony to be an 
effort to avoid fixing on their children the idle 
and aimless character that is sometimes the out- 
growth of wealth. 

Julia expresses a decided preference for Mrs. 
Brantly, but the testimony discloses that her 
wishes depend largely upon where and with whom 
she is at the time she expresses them. She is but 
a child and this is, perhaps, to be expected. 

The controlling inquiry is, what is the best for 
Julia? Notforthis day alone, but for the ten 
years to come. In which direction do I find the 
strongest assurance that during the ten years she 
will certainly be maintained and receive the fin- 
ished education which will fit her for her lite’s 
work? Under all the circuinstances, which aunt 
is more likely to confer greater benefit on her?

A few years since a blue-eyed, golden-haired 
granddaughter of the long ago little Georgia 
Meriweather, having accompanied her uncle to 
the courtroom, attracted the attention of Judge 
J -ckson and was invited to a seat beside him. 
The gray-haired old man and the fair child formed 
a Striking picture, as he said with his winning 
smile, “I suppose it is the first time a young lad 
has ever presided upon the supreme bench.“
